wife, and it was supposed that she would remaln
in seclusion, like her predecessors, who never ap-
peared in official circles. But evidently the new
Minister and his wife determined to cut loose from
the customs and traditlons of thelr own ecountry
and fall into the ways of the people with whom
their 1ot s cast for the next four years. A week
ago Mme. Yang Yi called privately on the Pres|-
dent's wife, to whom =he was presented by Mrs
Gresham, and on Thursday evenlng made her
début at the dinner pariy. To say her personal
appearance and bearing were a good deal of a
revelation would best express the Interest and
admiration this fair young Celesual exelted in
the other guests, Apparently Mme.
